OTTAWA (CP) — The Cana- 
dian Federation of Business and 
Professional Women's Clubs is 
asking the government to ap- 
point a number of women to the 
Proposed permanent commis- 
sion on national law reform. 

In a brief presented today to 
the government, the 6,000-mem- 
ber federation says women are 
needed as commissioners in the 
examination of legislation for 
possible infringement of civil

“They just won't come to 
work if they don’t feel like 
it,” the executive of a large 
factory said to me at lunch, 
“If they have saved a few 
bucks and want to go some- 
where, off they go no matter 
how much they're needed at 
the plant." 

I murmured a few sympa- 
thetic words and changed the 
Subject, because I was after 
vall his guest’ and didn't want 
to put him to the trouble of 
having to defend or rearrange 
his prejudices. But. privately, 
I coulés't work up a great la- 
ther about his problem with 
workmen. 

In a sociological study of 
British dockers, made a few

Robarts Fears for Future 
If Tax Plan Not Altered | 


TORONTO (CP) — Premier Ro- 
barts expressed “deepening doubts” 
Tuesday about the economic future 
of Canada if the federal white paper 
on tax reform is put into effect in its 
present form. 

“Three months ago a question 
asked about the kind of Canada we 
will find in 1980 would have brought 
an enthusiastic response from every 
Canadian,” he said in a speech to the 
Financial Executives” Institute. ; 

“Today many of us have deepen- 
ing doubts - - - Many of us share 2 
fundamental anxiety about the 
effects of the federal proposals for tax 
reform,” 

In what he called a “contribution 
to the national debate,” the premier 
attacked the white paper proposals 
for a capital gains tax, elimination of 
the lower rate of tax on corporation 
incomes, the reduction in personal 
and corporate savings and the “stack- 
ing” of estate taxes on top of a cap- 
ial gains tax. 

But he reserved his strongest 
criticism for an approach to reform 
which “will effectively pre-empt the 
use of the income tax field.” 

“The federal paper almost totally 
ignores the fiscal needs of the prov- 
inces and the municipalities,” he 
said. “By claiming so much more 


revenue it will leave virtually no 
room in this field of taxation for/the 
rapidly-growing provincial-municipal 
requirements.”

E. J. Benson

TORONTO (CP) — Finance Min- 
ister E. J. Benson defended his white 
paper on taxation here Tuesday night 
but got a rough reception from 500 
persons loaded with statistics, 

Mr. Benson indicated he was de- 
termined to get rid of the split rate

“They take out of the corporation 
enough to live on and pay 21-per-cent 
tax on the rest. Then they put this 
money into the shares of corporations 
and accumulate quite substantial 
amounts,” 

“How many are doing this?"

“Enough to make it unfair,” the 
finance minister replied.

“Never in Canadian history, ex- 
cept in wartime, has such a tre- 
mendous tax increase been proposed 
or implemented. Nor can I recall any 
government in Canada proposing an 
increase of this magnitude without 
indicating how this addiional revenue 
will be spent.” 

Mr, Robarts said that “if the 
federal tax proposals are forced 
through Parliament as they stand, I 
would hesitate to predict the state of 
our economy at the end of the 
decade.” y 

“I am deeply apprehensive- - - 
The government of Ontario questions 
whether Canada is sufficiently 
mature to contemplate this type of 
unduly complex tax treatment at this 
stage in its development.”

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Times say United States doctors 
have discovered a virus from 
Nigeria so deadly that they 
have stopped research on it. 

Two American missionary 
nurses in the African country 
and a laboratory worker at Yale 


“University have died, the news- 


paper says. 

Two other Americans, in- 
fected’ with the virus called 
Lassa Fever after the Nigerian 


Village where it was first report-" 


ed, are still alive. 

The Times says the episode il- 
lustrates the hazards of virology 
research which hgve Jed to at 
least 107 deaths from labora- 
tory-acquired ©“ infections—most 
of them since 1950. 

Lassa Fever produces a tem- 
perature as high as 107 degrees: 
mouth ulcers: a skin rash with 
tiny hemorrhages: pneumonia: 
infection of the heart leading to 
cardiac failure; kidney damage 
and severe muscle aches. 

The Yale researchers knew of 
the hazards, The Times says. 

The article gives this account 
of the virus: 

The two nurses who died were 
Laura Wine and Charlotte Shaw 
of the Church of the Brethren. 

The nurse still alive, Miss 
Lily Pinneo of Rochester, N.Y., 
was flown from Lassa to Lagos, 
capital of Nigeria, and then to 
Columbia-Presbyterian Hospital 
here. She was isolated and is 
under the care of U.S. public 
health service physicians. 

During nine weeks of hospital 
treatment, she lost 28 pounds 
and almost all her hair. She had 
to be fed intravenously for five 
weeks,

Jim Stevens, an engineer with 
the Ontario fire marshal’s of- 
fice, suggested that all gas com- 
panies should check for faults 
similar to those found after the 
Malton blast. 

He made the recommendation 
after he testified that strapping 
connecting the 12-inch pipeline 
assembly which exploded was 
Not strong enough.

TORONTO (CP) — There 
may be fewer Canadian Foot- 
ball League games seen this fall 
in Kingston and Peterborough, 
Ont., Montreal, Lethbridge, 
Alta., Brandon, Man., and the 
entire province of Saskatche- 
wan. 

The two CFL conferences, ne- 
gotiating separate television 
contracts, are seeking to extend 
the 75-mile blackout area to pre- 
vent cable companies from tel- 
evising games back into the city 
where they originate. 

This was one of the more sig- 
nificant developments out of the 
league annual meeting here 
Thursday. 

The CFL also voted ta modify 
its import restrictions to make 
an exception for quarterbacks. 

Under the previous ruling. 
when a team dressed all 14 im- 
ports, one had to be designated 
as an alternate. If he got into a 
game, the man he replaced was 
out for the rest of the contest. 

Under the new rule. this has 
been extended to allow a coach 
ta name a quarterback as his 
alternate import and allow this 
man to spell off the regular 
quarterback as necessary with- 
out forcing the regular quarter- 
back out of the game, 

But it was the cable television 
problem which held the spot- 
light. ve 

CFL Commissioner Jake Gau- 
daur termed it “the No. 1 prob- 
lem” in the league and said it 
was far from settled. 

“One thing we have to do is 
convince the appropriate au- 
thorities of the gravity of the 
situation as it relates to foot- 
ball,” he said. 

The commissioner said cable 
companies “do not need to re- 
transmit our signals into a 
blackout area to prosper normal- 
ly." 

Extension of the blackout 
area, he said. diminishes the ex- 
posure of the game and also di- 
minishes the worth of the prod- 
uct to regular television. 

“Hopefully, we can arrive at 
some sort of a solution which 
would preclude the necessity, as 
an example, of extending black- 


outs in the case of Ottawa home © 
games to Kingston and Mont-~ 


real, because of the millions of 
Canadians who are going to be 
deprived of seeing Canadian 
football,” Gaudaur said. 

Gaudaur sald the Eastern 
conference is negotiating its 
television contract on the under- 
standing that Kingston and 
Montreal would be blacked out 
on games played in Ottawa. 
This would mean that games in- 
volving Montreal Alouettes 
playing in Ottawa would not be 
fed back into the Kingston and 
Montreal areas. However, there 
would be no such reciprocal re- 
striction on Ottawa appearances 
in Montreal. 

“Toronto Argonauts and Ham- 
ilton Tiger-Cats ask that Peter- 
borough be blacked out on 
Toronto and Hamilton games," 
he said. 

Out West. Calgary Stamped- 
ers want Lethbridge blacked 
out: Winnipeg Blue Bombers 
want Brandon cut off and ‘*Sas- 
katchewan Roughriders want 
the entire province of Saskat- 
chewan blacked out.” 

In other developments Thurs- 
day, it was announced that the 
1970 Grey Cup, to be played in 
Toronto, would be on Saturday. 
Nov. 28. It was on a Sunday in 
Montreal last year. 

The league will also require 
that the Grey Cup teams show 
up in Grey Cup city at the latest 
by Wednesday of Grey Cup 
week, bowing to demands by re- 
porters who found little to write 
about in Montreal last year for 
most of the big week. 

The nine CFL clubs agreed 
that none of them would use 
any electronic communications 
devices during a game other 
than bench-to-spotter equi p- 
ment bench-to-spotter equip- 
use by teams of videotape re- 
play machines such as used by 
TV stations. 

And the CFL ruled that a man 
who retires after July 15 must 
stay retired forthe rest of the 
year. 

Teams with an import more 
than the 14 allowed were tempt- 
ed to “retire” him, keeping him 
handy to be “unretired” in case 
of injury to another import.

Claimnpdows On 
Late Stalling 


TORONTO (CP) — Two of the 
most maddening tactics in foot- 
ball—late-game stalling by tak- 
ing too much time in the hud- 
dle, and deliberately giving up 
two points to keep possession of 
the ball—have been curbed by 
the Canadian Football League. 

Commissioner Jake Gaudaur, 
in a news conference at the 
CFL annual meeting here, 
stated: 

“A violation of the 20-second 
time count will cost the offend- 
ing team the Joss of a down if 
such infraction occurs after the 
three-minute warning signal has 
been given in either half. Such 
will be the case on the first or 
second down; however, the pen- 
alty on third down shall be loss 
of 10 yards with the down re- 
peated.” 

As under the existing rule, the 
time-in signal will not be given 
unti) the ball is snapped on the 
play following the penalty. 

Under the old rule, no loss of 
down was involved and the pen- 
alty was five yards. 

Tcams leading by a slim mar- 
gin late in the game have resort- 
ed to “stalling tactics,” running 
out the clock by taking repeated 


penalties for exceeding the time 


count, 


“The amendment was made 
by the CFL rules committee,” 
the commissioner said. 

“We asked the coaches’ opi- 
nions and not all of them were 
in favor of a change. They felt 
the situation should be left as it 
was. But while we seck the 
coaches’ advice, they have no 
vote on the rules committee.” 

Gaudaur said he had heard 
complaints that in the last sea- 
son there had been “about 
eight’ instances of stalling tac- 
tics in the late stages of close 
games. 

One of the other significant 
rule changes for the 1970 season 
allows a defending team the op 
tion of declining to accept the 
two points resulting when a 
team intentionally gives up a 
safety touch to retain possession 
of the ball. | 

Previously, the team in pos 
session could run the ball back 
intg its own end zone, giving up 
two points but retaining posses 
sion on the 25-yard line. 

Now, the defen“ing team “*can 
elect to have the play ruled as 


an ordinary incompleted pass.” |

OTTAWA (CP) — Premier John Robarts said today 
the Ontario government will propose tighter controls 
on consumer credit, including restrictions on credit 
cards, to the federal-provincial conference on inflation. 


“If we could slow down these 
buy-now, pay-next-April plans 
we would be doing a lot,” he 
told reporters. “There has been 
little real effort in that area.” 

Mr, Robarts said he rejected 
the views of the federal govern- 


tment and” sor “other premiers 


that Ontario's over-heated econ- 
omy is responsible for inflation 
in Canada. 

He said he hears “‘a lot of jazz 
about Ontario's budget’ and 
Pressure to force the province 
to balance it in 1970-71. 

“We balanced our budget last 
year,” he said. “Wouldn't that 
indicate ‘that we probably will 
try to do the same this year in 
any event?"

Mr. H. R. Frink, principal 
of the school introduced Mr. 
R. Horwood area superinten- 
dent to about 60 persons pre- 
sent. 

Following a flimstrip on 
non - graded schooling, Mr. 
Horwood, Miss Phyllis Beatty. 
primary consultant and Mr. 
Frink formed a panel to 
field questions on the film 
and on the steps being taken 
at Queen Elizabeth School 
towards the gradual establish- 
ment of non - grading. 

This film stressed the im- 
portance of educating the in- 
dividual child according to 
his unique growth, needs, 
social and cultural back- 
ground and maturity. In 
acknowledgirg the wide diver- 
sity of children the same age. 
the non - graded school con- 
cept hopes to eliminate bore- 
dom for the gifted child and 
humiliation for those children 
who cannot keep up in all 
subjects in a rigid graded 
curriculum, In the non-graded 
system, the individual child 
is encouraged to be ‘indepen- 
dent and to develop leader- 
ship qualities through group 
work. 

During the question period 
parents expressed some fear 
that children of a non-graded 
system might not be as well 
equipped to face examina- 
tions at higher levels of edu: 
cation, or be motivated to do

sed optimism about the ef- 
fectiveness of the system. 
Another concern of the par- 
ents was the practicability of 
the system. They were reas- 
sured that the standards and 
training of elementary school 
teachers were improving and 
that most teachers, while they 
admit the work is more de- 
manding are finding their 
profession more challenging 
and more rewarding in the 
non-graded system, A sug: 
kestion was made that parents 
volunteer to act as teachers* 
aides in the classrooms.

They wonder if the Board’s seemingly co-operative attitude of November 23 meet- 
_ ing: was not a device to delay the filing of resignations with the Board beyond the 

legal resignation date. ‘ 
They are of the opinion that they would: be unfit to teach their pupils ‘the 
principles of honesty and fair play if they did not stand up for their own rights 
and expect the members of the Board to honor-their obligations.
